We heartily endorse the following ex- 
tract from the Goldsboro Messenger, 
commenting on the imprudent and jl]- 
timed speech of Mr. Voorhees. 

We are glad to see that the Messenger, 
which is one of the ablest and best 
edited papers in the State, occupies the 
same position with the News on na- 
tional affairs. 

We wish to defeat the Grant Despot- 
ism—but in order to do so, we do not 
see the wisdom or necessity of disorgan- 
izing our party. 

Let us all stand together as one man, 
and if the Baltimore Convention de- 
clares for Greeley, North Carolina wil] 
be prepared to endorse him. 

We are not sufficiently acquainted 
with the Northern sentiment at this 
time to say that Mr. Greeley will be able 
to carry the Democratic streneth. If 
he can, it will be made known at Balti- 
more on the 9th of Juiy. If he cannot 
poll the Democratic vote, it will be idle 
to nominate him. We do not think thd 
numerical strength of the Liberal Re- 
publicans, except in the States of "hi- 
nois and Missouri, and perhaps New 
York, will be very corsiderable.

“The situation of political aflairs to 
day is one of marked peculiarity, re- 
quiring on the part of the Democratic 
ivaders, the exercise of the most con- 
summate skill, in order to effect a com- 
plete overthrew of Grant’s corru pt 
administration.

THE RIGHT SPIRIT. 

We were much pleased to see a well 
tempered, sensible article in the Norfolk 
Journal of the 18th inst. on the differ- 
enees among Conservatives. This arti- 
cle isin admirable contrast with the 
tone of some of our Virginia contem- 
poraries that are striving to force their 
counsels on the country by whip and 
spur, and indulge in severe criticism of 
all other persons who do not see thiags 
exactly as they do. 

We were mortified to see an expres- 
sion in one of the ablest and most pop 
ular papers in the Old Dominion, to the 
-ffect that the Virginia Delegates must 
evo to Baltimore with instructions to 
vote for the nomination of Greeley and 
Brown, and if this policy did not pre- 
vail, the Virginia Delegates should be 
instructed to withdraw from the Conven- 


tion 
We would simply ask, if such instruc- 
tions should be given, would it not be 


better for Virginia to stay out of the 
Baltimore Convention altogether? It 


strikes us it would be decidedly im- 
proper for Virginia to send delegates to 


a Convention, with instructions that if 
the Convention did not adopt a certain 
policy to suit the Virginians, they would 
withdraw from the Convention. Sup- 
pose other States were to send delegates 
with instructions to withdraw unless a 
straight Democratic ticket was nomina- 
ted ; would not the Virginia Editors de 
nounce such action in unmeasured 
terms? If Virginia is not willing to 
abide the action of the Convention, has 


she any right to take any part in it ¢ 
The Norfolk Journal's position is ex- 


actly the right one. it says: 

“So far as this paper is concerned, 
we shall persist in refusing to accept 
Mr. Greeley until he is either impliedly 
or expresely adopted by the Baltimore 
Convention; and if there shall be 2 Con- 
seryative candidate nominated on the 
9th of July we mean to support hin ; 
for we shall be assur.d that there isa 
bright prospect of beating both Greeley 
and Grant. If there is no Conservative 
candidate we shall work for Mr. Greeley 
as earnestly as if we had espoused him 
on the day of his nomination.

The ef- 
fect of these provisions enabled Gov. 
Holden, through the proxy appointed 
by him, to choose all the directors on 
the Eastern Division, and thus displace 
Col. S. McD. Tate, while as the proxy 
would vote only one-third of the stock 
in the Western Division, Mr. Swepson 
and his friends would elect all the di- 
rectors in that Division, and thus have 
complete control of the operations of 
the road. On examining this entire 
Act, it will be found that it ratifies all 
the previous legislation for, and trans- 
actions of, the Western Division of Mr. 
Swepson’s road. 

I oughc, in this connection, further 
to state that, after my return from the 
North, in March otf that year, I met 
Goy. Caldweil on the street, and he in- 
vited me to his room to see a letter he 
had just receive’ from Mr. Swepson, 
then in Florida, requesting some addi- 
tional Legislation. On his explaining 
tome what Mr. Swepson wished to 
have done, I, in accordance with Gov. 
Caldwell’s wishes, went to the Hon. 8. 
F. Phillips’ cffice and told him that Mr. 
Swepson desired him to prepare a bill 
to carry out his view, and Mr. 
Phillips, in compilance with my sug- 
gestions, framed a bill which becamea 
law, having been ratified the 1st day of 
April, A. D. 1869, to be found on page 
218 of the Vol. of Laws for 1863 and 
186). 

I refer to these transactions with no 
wish to prejudice either Goy. Caldwell 
or Mr. Phillips, but merely that justice 
may be done to everybody. Having in 
all public transactions myself invaria~ 
bly done exactly what I thought right, 
I wish my actions known to every one, 
and JI presume that these gentlemen 
have similar feelings, and are quite as 
willing as Tam that the part they have 
taken in public busines: should be un- 
derstood. 

In fact, as at that time none of us, I 
suppose, had any reason to believe that 
the appropriations would be misapplied, 
there is no just ground for assailing us, 
In any view that may be taken of the 
matter, Judge Merrimon’s position is 
quite as defensibie as that of his oppo- 
nent, and I think it is time that Goy. 
Caldwell’s organ should understand 
this.
